Allowable Subject Matter

- regarding independent claims 21 , 26, and 34, the prior art of record, does not 
expressly disclose " once the provided audio authentication initialization 
information is authenticated by the host device according to audio 
authentication initialization information stored by the host device for initial 
authentication of the wireless device ": 
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- regarding independent claim 31 , the prior art of record, does not expressly 
disclose " to authenticate at least one wireless device detected within 
communications range of the apparatus using stored audio authentication 
initialization information for initial authentication of the detected wireless 
device if a challenge and response scheme for authentication according to 
device identification information of the detected wireless device fails to 
authenticate the detected wireless device ": 

- claims 2-10, 12-20, 22-25, 27-30, 32-33, and 35-36 are allowed because of 
their dependence from independent claims 1 , 1 1 , 21 , 26, 31 , and 34.
